M. Bertillon requested that his diagrams 
and papers be brought in. The request 
was granted, and M. Bertillon retired for 
a moment. Later he returned at the 
head of a squad composed of an infantry 
sergeant and Tour privates, all stagger- 
ing under the weight of immense leather 
satchels, bulgyig with documents and 
charts, which they deposited oni the 
stage as a roar of laughter echoed 
throughout the court. Even the judges 
were unable to suppress a smile as they 
gazed on M. Bertillon's stage properties 
strewn over half the platform. 


Nevertheless, even the Dreyfusarda 


do not deceive themselves us to the ef- 
fect M. Bertillon's testimony or "dem- 
onstration" may have upon the judges, 
who, 
they fear, will be gulled by what 


the 
Dreyfusarus 
consider spurious. 


All the judges have passed through the 
Ecole pblytechrriqtie, th» highest school 
of science in France, and they are thus 
peculiarly interested In such "evidence" 
as M. Bertillon's. 
Moreover; with the 


aid of the innumerable diagrams and 
specimens of writing, which he submits 
to them, they may be able to follow his 
reasoning intelligibly, Avhich is more 
than any member of the audience could 
do. 
If the judges accept Bertillon's 


premises—that Dreyfus, as an expert 
spy. did not writp ordinary handwrit- 
ing, 
but in close imitation, even contriv- 


ing to give the letters the appearance 
of having been traced, in order to be 
able to repudiate them as a forgery, If

Many Strorn Feslures In the Trade Situation. 


Scarcity of Beef Cattle. 


New York, Aug. 26.—Bradstreet's says: 


Strength of prices and steadiness of de- 
mand are still the salient features of the 
trade situation. 
Iron, steel and other 


rnetals, most of the cereals, leather and. 
cotton goods manifest upward tenden- 
cies as to prices. 
Other staples, with 


the exception o£ sugar and anthracite 
coal, retain all their old firmness. Fall 
demand is expanding at most markets, 
particularly good reports being received 
from the northwest, and that portion 
of the corn-growing country which this 
year seems likely to be notable for sur- 
plus production. Current railway earn- 
ings maintain the promise of earlier 
weeks. 
Aggressive strength is noted in 


iron and steel. 
Consideration of next 


year's needs now seems to be the most 
prominent feature of the trade, aside 
from complaints of slow deliveries on 
nearby orders. 


Wheat has been quite firm all the 


week, partly owing to the 
whittling 


down of' northwestern estimates, but 
also due to steady demand for the cash 
article, alike on foreign and domestic 
account. 


The shadow of the Noill estimate :s 


still over the cotton market, which, how- 
ever, is firmer, owing to reports of de- 
terioration, due to heat and drouth, and 
partly' to exceptionally good reports 
from manufactured goods, quotations of 
which are tending upward. 
The prop- 


osition to combine Fall River mills is 
reported still under advisement. Com- 
pared with a year ago, cotton is '-k, 
cent higher, but, while supplies are im- 
mensely laiger, the growing crop con- 
ditions are the key to the situation. 


Additionally strong features in the 


general trade situation are the active 
demand for lumber at most markets 
at steady prices, and the firmness in the 
higher grades of wool, notwithstanding 
less active buying. 
A supporting fea- 


ture in this latter case, however, is the 
active demand rpportocl alike for men's 
and women's wear woolens. 


Conditions of supply 
and 
demand 


seem to be at the bottom of the recent 
rise in beef prices. 
This advance has 


attracted increased receipts of grass- 
fed cattle, and some shading of quota- 
tions is noted, but Chicago prices have 
only been equalled five times in 22 years. 
There are nearly 10,000,000 less beef cattle 
in the country than there were seven 
years ago. and in fact there are fewer 
cattle in the country now than in any 
year since 1882. 


Reflection of the smaller supply of 


hides and of the active demand for boots 
and shoes is found in higher quotations 
for hemlock sole leather at some mar- 
kets. 


One of the least satisfactorily situated 


trades Is that of anthracite coal, In 
which production appears to have out- 
stripped consumption again, and there 
in complaint of prlco cutting. 
Irt the 


bituminous trade the efforts to bring 
about a combination of producers still 
attracts attrition.

FEARFUL 
HAVOC 
ON 
COAST 


As Wrought by Recent Hurricane Described by 


Lieutenant Johnston. 


Washington, Aug. 26.—Lieutenant C. 


E. Johnston of the revenue -cutter ser- 
vice, who has just returned from a tour 
of inspection of the hurricane-swept 
coast of North Carolina, made his re- 
port yesterday to the life saving bureau. 


Although the devastation caused by 


the storm w.as very great, the number of 
wrecks and the loss of life, as reported 
by the press dispatches from Norfolk, 
Lieutenant Johnston stated, were exag- 
gerated. 


"The hurricane attained frightful ve- 


locity in the vicinity of Cape Hatteras," 
said Lieutenant Johnston. "At the Hat- 
teras weather bureau station the ane- 
mometer blew down while registering a 
velocity of 120 miles an hour. For a 
minute it registered 
160 miles. The 


ocean swept over a strip of land separ 
rating Pamlico Sound from the Atlantic. 


"Sheep, cattle and horses which were 


on this land were drowned and many 
houses were wrecked. At New Inlet a 
big club house owned by Boston parties 
was blown bodily from its foundations 
and moved 20 feet. For 
miles along 


the coast not one telephone pole in 10 is 
standing. At Ocracoke GO'houses were 
swept away, bur there was no loss of life 
here that 1 was a'ble to-ascertain. 


"There were several wrecks along the 


coast between Chicacomico and Ocra- 
coke, and the life s'ving crews did noble 
work in saving life. 


"At Durant's otation,-'near Hatteras 


Inlet, 300 bales of cotton have come 
ashore, together with 200. cords of oak 
staves. The

was 
evidently 


shipped from New Orleans. The bows 
of the vessel, believed to bea'Steamship, 
are ashore and bear the 'name' Agnes.

Wherever that flag is raised it stands 
not for despotism and oppression, but 
for liberty, opportunity and humanity, 
and what the flag has done for us we 
•want it to do for all people and all lands 
which by the fortunes of war have come 
within its jurisdiction. That flag does 
not mean one thing in the United States 
and another in Porto Rico and the 
Philippines. 


"There has been doubt in some quar- 


ters respecting the policy of the govern- 
ment in the Philippines. I see no harm 
In stating it in this presence. Peace 
first, then, with charity for all, establish 
a government of law and order, protect- 
ing life and property and occupation for 
the well being of the people who will 
participate in it under the Stars and 
Stripes." 


When the president finished the big

A nreyfum Dictionary 


The following table given In The 


London Mail expresses the significance 
of the names and persons and matters 
that figure in the Dreyfus trial: 


The bordereau—The document found 


in bits among the waste paper at the 
German embassy, pieced together, and 
attributed to Dreyfus, though 
un- 


doubtedly Esterhazy wrote it. It offers 
secret information, and is, of course, 
unsigned and undated. 


The secert dossier—A collection of 


more or less private documents bear- 
ing on the case, only one of which, un- 
less the war office has manufactured 
any more forgeries, mentions Dreyfus 
by name, and this is absolutely com- 
monplace and innocent. 


The "Dexi" article—Written by Es- 


terhazy in The Eclair, biterly attack- 
ing Picquart on private information 
illegally lent him by the war office. 


The "Blanche" and "Speranza" tele- 


grams—Two telegrams forged by du 
Paty de Clam and Esterhazy, and sent 
to Picquart with the object of "bluff- 
ing" him into the belief that a lady 
who was in the "plot" had given away 
the "secret" that he forged the Ester- 
hazy "petit bleu." 


The petit bleu—A telegram found 


at the German embassy, written by 
Colonel von Schwarzkoppen, the Ger- 
man military attache, to Esterhazy, 
inviting him to call. It was torn up 
the writer having changed his mind 
about sending it. This Esterhazy con- 
tends is a forgery. 


The Weyler letter—A forged letter, 


incriminating Dreyfus, sent to the war 
office. Author, probably, de Clam. 


Cs canaille de D....—A phrase in one 


of the documents of the secret dossier. 
Does not refer to' Dreyfus, but to a 
subordinate, whose name is said to be 
known to the French war office. 


The "document liberateur"—In other 


•words, that begining "Ce canaille de 
D 
" was the famous one which Es- 


terhazy threatened FeUix Fawe he 
would disclose, unless protected against 
Picquart. He alleged it had been stolen 
by Picquart for • a foreign embassy. 
Esterhazy eventually returned it to the 
war office, after it had served its pur- 
pose. 


Lieutenant Colonel Picquart—Former 


head of the inteligence department, 
took up the cause of Dreyfus on the 
ground of insufficiency of evidence, 
and also produced the famous petit 
bleu (telegram), alleged to have been 
written to Esterhazy by the German 
attache. Colonel von Schwarzkoppen. 
making an appointment, but was torn 
up and the pieces thrown into the 
waste basket, whence they were re- 
covered by secret agents. He was re- 
moved from the army and imprisoned 
on a charge of forging the petit bleu. 
himself. Since liberated. The Bayard of 
the "Affaire." 


M. Zola—The novelist, published his 


now famous letter of accusatlonC'J'Ac- 
cuse") against the entire French gen- 
eral staff, accusing them, in point of 
fact, of a gigantic conspiracy to con- 
vict Dreyfus. Put on trial, convicted, 
fined and sentenced to imprisonment. 
He appealed and his sentence was 
quashed. Again prosecuted, but on a 
sentence in his article, which barred 
any reference to the Dreyfus case. 
Hence he permitted judgment to go by 
default, and, being condemned, left the 
country, appealed and lived in Eng- 
land, returning only recently to France. 
His celebrated denunciation is now 
proved to have been the absolute truth.

Marthieu Dreyfus having denounced 
him as the writer of the bordereau, he 
was tried and acquitted, amid an anti-

manifestation. Subsequently 


arrested on a charge of forging the 
"Speranza" and "Blanche'" telegrams, 
but liberated on a technical point. He 
was, however, expelled from the army, 
and has since gravitated between Hol- 
land, London and Paris, now fully ad- 
mitting he wrote the bordereau by de- 
sire, and now denying ho ever did so. 
There is little doubt he did write It. 
With du Paty de Clam ho stooped to 
any anti-Dreyfus trick, no matter how 
tnenn, but he played all parties equally 
falM.

Tidal Waves. 


Though the greatest and most re- 


markable phenomenon pertaining to the 
Burfaoe of the sea is the tidal wave, sci- 
entific authorities acknowledge that it 
Etill presents some unexplainable anom- 
alies. It is demonstrated, however, that 
the movement is made up of many 
•waves dependent upon differeut func- 
tions of the moon and sun, some being 
semidiurnal, seme diurnal. The time of 
transit over the meridian and the decli- 
nation of both bodies create great vari- 
ations. The changing distance and posi- 
tion of the moon and the position of 
her node also have imrriense effect, 
•while the ever varying direction and 
force of tho winds arid the different 
pressure of the atmosphere play their 
part. An interesting fact in this rela- 
tion is that observations all over the 
•world show no place where the tidal 
movement is so regular and simple as 
around the British islands—a fact more 
remarkable when it is known that the 
tides on the other side of the Atlantic, 
as, for instance, at Nova Scotia, are 
very complicated, the unexplainable 
case here being that the minor tides, 
•which in most parts of the world, when 
combined in one direction, amount to a 
very considerable fraction of the prin- 
cipal lunar and solar tides, and conse- 
quently greatly increase or diminish 
their effects, are in Great Britain so in- 
significant that their influence is tri- 
fling.—New York Sun. 


A Bat In a Tomb. 


A queer story is told of a naturalist 


vrio died in 1860 and was buried at 
Blankney, in Lincolnshire. Among his 
pets was a large gray bat. 


This bat was permitted to enter the 


tomb and was sealed up alive with tho 
corpse of his dead master. In 1866 tho 
vault was opened, and to the surprise 
of all the hat was alive and fat.

BLUEBERRIES AND HUCKLEBER- 


RIES. 


In some parts of the United States 


there prevails a certain ignorance of 
the capabilities of the blueberry and 
huckleberry. Strawberries, raspberries 
and blackberries are sei'ved in many 
ways besides in their natural state, hut 
the little blue-black berries are not 
deemed worthy of much respect. 


Yet it may be questioned if any berry 


of them all can be used to greater ad- 
vantage in cookery. Canned, it is valu- 
able for winter pies and tarts; spiced, 
It is nearly, if not quite, equal to the 
spiced blackberry, and the Swiss regard 
their myrtllles or hucleberrles as a 
Btandby for confitures or jams. There 
are two or three axcellent puddings of 
•which blueberries or huckleberries form 
a component part, and they are essen- 
tial to various sweet cakes, tea-cakes 
and short-cakes. 


When blueberries can be obtained, they 


are usually to be preferred to huckleber- 
ries, as being more juicy than the latter 
and having smaller seeds. The wild 
huckleberry of the mountain or* ston? 
pasture is sometimes a rather bard, 
small, bullet-like berry, but there are 
one or two varieties even of huckleber- 
ries that are large, luscious and almost 
jet black. 
In any of the following recipes either 


blueberries or huckleberries may be 
used: 


BLUEBERRY TEA CAKE. 


Four cups of blueberries, three cups of 


flour, half cup of butter, one cup of 
sugar, tfciiy ^ggs, one cup milk, two full 
teas>poons?& baking- powder. Creasn the 
butter and sugar, stir in the eggs, beat- 
en very light, the milk, the flour, into 
which has been sifted the baking pov,-- 
der, and last, the berries, well dredged 
with flour. Bake in a thoroughly greased 
biscuit tin, split, butter and eat while 
warm. 


HUCKLEBERRY SHORTCAKE. 
Four cups of huckleberries, four cups 


of flour, two cups of milk, half cup of 
sugar, quarter cup of butter, one egg, 
two teaspos*s baking powder and a 
saltspoonfuF*»jf salt. Chop the butter 
into the flour, with which you have 
mixed the salt and baking powder, add 
the milk £tnd the egg, beaten light. Roll 
out the dough about half an inch thick 
and-cover with it the bottom of a biscuit- 
tin. Spread this thickly with the ber- 
ries, sprinkle with the sugar, lay the 
remainder of the dough; rolled into a lit- 
tle thiner sheet, over the berries and 
bake in a steady oven. When done, cut 
into squares, split, and eat hot with 
butter and sugar. 


BLUEBERRY ROLY-POLY PUD- 


DING. 


Four cups of blueberries, two cups of 


flour, one cup of milk, one tablespoon of 
butter, two teaspoons of'baking powder 
and a half-teaspoon of salt. Sift the 
salt and baking powder with the flejur, 
chop in the butter, and mix to a dough 
with the milk. Roll into a sheet not 
more than an inch thick, cover with the 
berries, strew with the sugar and roll 
up, the fruit inside. Tie up in a cloth, 
allowing room for the dough to swell, 
and boil or steam for two hours. Serve 
with a hard sauce. 
RAISED BLUEBERRY PUDDING. 
Four cups of flour, two cups of rnilk, 


two eggs, half yeast cake, dissolved in 
one gill of warm water, saltspoon of salt. 
Of these ingredients make a batter, and 
set it in a warm place to rise for about 
two hours. By the end of this time it 
should be light enough to stir in four 
cups of blueberries, well dredged with 
flour. Turn into a greased cake-moul'l 
and bake for an hour in a moderate oven. 
HUCKLEBERRY BATTER PUDDING. 


Make a batter of one and a half cups 


of flour, one cup of milk, three eggs, two 
heaping teaspoons of butter, a salt- 
spoon of salt and two teaspoons of bak- 
ing powder. Mix the' milk with the 
beaten yolks and add the butter, melted. 
Sift the baking powder and salt with the 
flour, stir in these, and, last, lightly, the 
whipped whites. Grease a large pud- 
ding-dish and put into it a quart of ber- 
ries, sprinkling them with four table- 
spoons of sugar. Upon them pour the 
batter, gently. Bake covered for half 
an hour in a moderate oven, uncover and 
brown. Serve with a sauce or with 
cream and sugar. 
HUCKLEBERRY CAKE. 


One cup of milk, one cup of butter, two 


cups of sugar, three cups of flour, five 
eggs, the whites and yolks beaten sep- 
arately, one tcaspoonful each of cinna- 
mon, 
nutmeg and baking soda, the last 


dissolved in a little boiling water; four 
cups of ripe, f i esh huckleberries. Cream 
the butter and sugar and stir in the 
whloped yolks. Mix the soda and boiling 
water with the milk, pour this in, and 
then put In the flour, the spice and the 
stiffly-beaten whites. Dredge the ber- 
ries well with flour and stir them in 
carefully, that they may not be bruised 
ar broken. Bake cither in a loaf or in 
muflln tins, in a steady oven that is not 
too hot, and test with a straw twfore 
taking out. This cake, which is deli- 


cious and rather uni-rudl, is much better 
the second day than the lirst. 
HUCKLEBERRY OR BLUEBERRY 


JAM. 


Allow four pounds of sugar to six 


pounds of fruit. Put the berries, after 
picking them over carefully, in a pre- 
serving kettle, bring to the boil, and then 
stew half an hour. Turn in the sugar and 
let them cook 20 minutes longer. Put 
into self-sealing jars while scalding hot. 
This will be fit to eat the day it is made. 


CANNED HUCKLEBERRIES. 


Pack ovep and measure the berries. For 


every two quarts of berries, allow a pint 
»f water and a. pound of sugar. Put all 
together over the fire and bring to a 
boil. Keep the fruit at this point for one 
minute, take from the"stove, and put 
up at once in glass jars with air-tight 
tops. These are good for either pies QJ* 
puddings. 


BLUEBERRY ICE CREAM. 


Make a custard of one quart of milk, 


four eggs and two cups of sugar, heat- 
ing the milk, turning it in upon the 
beaten eggs and sugar, returning all to 
the fire and cooking until the custard 
thickens. Set it aside to cool. When 
cold, add to it one pint of sweet cream 
and put into the freezer. Let the mix- 
ture become half frozen, open the freezer 
and stir in a pint of fresh blueberries. 
Close again and freeze. If -the berries 
are put In at first they are as hard as 
bullets by the time the cream is well 
frozen.

SWEET PICKLE OF STUFFED CU» 


CUMBERS. 


Select the large yellow cucumber* 


when perfectly sound and fresh. Pare 
and cut off a piece about an inch in 
length at one end. Remove all the seeds 
and soft pulp and fasten each end se- 
curely with a thread to the cucumber to 
\\hich it belongs. Then lay them in a 
salt brine forty-eight hours, allowing one 
tablespoonful of salt to each quart of 
water, changing the water after the 
first twenty-four hours. Next lay in 
clear water for twenty-four 
hours, 


changing it frequently so all the salt will 
be extracted. This process is for tha 
purpose of hardening them. Makg a fill- 
ing of raisins, figs and citron, in the pro- 
portion of one pound of raisins, one-half 
pound of figs, and one-quarter of a 
pound of citron. Seed the raisins, cut 
all fine, add one teaspoonful of ground 
cinnamon and mix well. Fill the cu- 
cumbers with this mixture and sew each, 
end tightly to the cucumber from which, 
it was taken. 
Make a, syrup of two 


pounds of granulated sugar to one pint 
of vinegar of medium strength, and to 
which add (tied in a cloth) one-half of 
an ounce of whole cinnamon, one tea- 
spoonful whole allspice, one-half of a 
teaspoonful of whole cloves. Add the 
cucumbers and boil until they are tender 
and clear, about one hour. When done< 
bottle and seal immediately. 


PRESERVED QUINCES. 


Pare, quarter and core the quinces 


and throw into cold water as prepared. 
Put the cores and parings into a preserv- 
ing kettle with two quarts of water to 
each quart of parings, cook slowly for 
half an hour and strain. Return tha 
strained liquid to the kettle, and drop in 
as many pieces of the fruit as possible 
without crowding. Simmer gently until 
tender enough to pierce with a straw. 
Remove and add more fruit, until all is 
cooked. When all are done measure the 
liquid that remains; for ten pounds of 
the fruit there should be two quarts of 
fiquid; if less, add hot water to make 
up the amount. Add nine pounds of 
granulated sugar, and cook slowly to a 
syrup, skimming often. Then drop in 
the pieces of quinces, a few at a time, 
and simmer until transparent. Drop 
them in the jars as cooked, and when all 
are done bring the syrup to a boil,, fill 
up the jars and seal. 


CODFISH BALLS. 


Pick fine one quart of codfish; wash 


in cold water; put it into a sauce-pan 
and cover with cold water, set on the 
stove and let it just come to the boiling 
point, then drain. Boil six good-sized 
potatoes, mash fine and mix while hot 
with the fish thoroughly; season with 
salt, pepper and butter, add three eggs 
weil beaten, form into b^lls, or small, 
flat cak»s, roll in flour,' and drop in 
smoking ho/, lard; fry a golden brown. 
Serve on abided napkin, to absorb tha 
grease.

CREAM PUDDING. 


Dip one-half pound soda cracker* 


in cold water, removing quickly. Whip 
one-half pint of cream stiff, lay the 
crackers in a dish, then a layer of 
sliced peaches, sprinkle with sugar, 
then spread in whipped cream, then 
another layer of crackers, and another 
of cream. Serve cold.
